AuuDal 9<t>ort of the Uedical Superin- 
tendent of the Initltntloii. 

Hon. Mr. Robson presented to the 
House yesterday the annual report of 
the medical superintendent of tho asy- 
lum for the iiiiUJie, at Westminster, for 
the year 1KS9. 

From tho . eport it appears that -11 pa- 
tients were received at the asylum dur- 
ing the year; I!) were discharged, and 4 
died, 'i'lie number of females was 9, 
far greater than any previous j'oar; the 
number of Chinese was 1'2, making i, to- 
tal of 27 Chinese in tho institution, Ol 
tho 19 discharged, 4 were allowed out 
on probation; none of these have re- 
tunuid; ,'i 'iVcro taken i-way by their 
friends improved; and 1'2 recovered. 

The estimated coat of each p.itienl 
was COJ cents, the total number under 
treatment during the year being 123, 
and on January 1st, 1890, the number 
remaining in tho asylum w»s 100. 

Under the heading of " Work " the 
report states that there was not quite as 
much land tinder cultivation as last 
year, as a gon.d deal of the front was 
taken up with earth cxcayf :ed from the 
cellars of the new building, and the 
crop, owing to the dry season and want 
of now land fenced in to chaJige the 
crop, did badly.
